EFFECTIVE IN TWO YEARS 


Increased Tax Not Available Un- 


til November 1924 


Statewide reappraisal of real es- 
tate authorized by the 
legislature 
will not become effective in Alien- 
ed for almost two years. County 
Auditor C. R. Phillips declares. 
Taxpayers will commence paying 


on the basis of the revaluation at 
tax time in December, 1924. 
Preparations for making a reval- 


uation of Lima and Allen-co realty 
are being started by Phillips. The 
task of 'eviulng values and hearing 
complaints promises to 
consume 


many months. Duplicates for mak- 
ing the reappraisal are being pre- 
pared by clerks. 
Phillips' 
announcement; dashes 


hopes of Lima city officials, who de- 
sire to see the reappraisal made in 
time for December collections 
In 


1923. 
The law passed by the legislature 
provides for a general reappraisal 
every few years. This portion In- 
sures reoccurrence of existing con- 
ditions, where property valuations 
have rapidly outstripped the worth 
listed for purposes ot taxation.' 
KBTmosr INVALID 
Petition filed with Auditor Phll- 
llps by 27 Lima taxpayers on March 
3, asking that a reappraisement ot 
Lima real estate be made, is said to 
be invalid. 


Two of the 27 men and women 
asking that city property be reval- 
ued for taxation at its true worth, 
are not owners ot property, Phillips 
declares. 


Of the remaining 25, four persons 


failed to answer an inquiry sent 
out by the auditor seeking to learn 
what property they own. 
Because of the enactment of the 
state law, ordering a general reval- 
uation, Phillips declares he feels it 
is useless to proceed with the city 
Dtitttion.

IN LIMA," SLOGAN ADOPTED 


BY THE AMERICAN LEGION 


"Americanize every alien in Lima," 


waa tha message given members of 
tha American Legion in a brief talk 
made before them by Congressman 
John L. Cable, Friday night 


Cable declared there are 
more 


than 2,000 aliens in Lima who are 
not citizens. Out of this number on- 
ly about 20 are preparing themselves 
to become citizens. 


He urged the Legion to get into 


Americanization work ICO per cent
